> oh he aring the recital from his own mouth; lor 
Ba ich purpole he ordered one of his vizicrs 10 brin 
him immediately, into the Divan. Bouran being 
brought. and the Su'tan ready to hear him, he began 
in tne{ollowang manner: Monarch of Monarchs, and 
Sovereighn of the whole carth, I am ready to obey 
you; the Sultan gave the ſignal. Houran thus + wat x 
My father Jett me a conſiderable eſtate, great 


part of which I ſpent in debauches, during my 


youth. but I perceived my error, and called to

1 therefore 
re!olved to fel] what moveables I had, and with the 
money enter into partnerſhip with ſome inerchants, 
which I accordingly did. and embarked with them 
at Balſ"ra, a port in the Perſian gulph. 

We made a long navigation & touched at ſeveral 
ports, where we drove a conhderable commerce. 
One d. being out at the main fea. were we attacked 
by a ! orrible tempeſt, which made us loſe our 
courſe, The tempeſt continued ſeveral days, and 
broug® us before the port of an iſland, where the 
captain. Was unwilling to enter, but we was obliged

An innumerably muittu }- of 
frightful ſavages covered all over with red hair, ad 
about threc feet his h came {w:mming towards us. ud 
encompaſſed our thin in a little tine. They p ke 
to us as they came n ar, but we un ſerſtond not their 
language; they climoed ap the mo of the ſhip wih 
fo much agili v as ſurpled us. We beheld al urs 
with a mortal fear, without daring to ſay one word 
to divert them from their miſchievous deſign 

ln ſhort they took down our fails. cut the cable, 
and haleing to the ſhore made us all get out and af. 
terwards carried the ſhip into another iſland troin 
whence they came. All travellers carcfully avoid 
that iſland where they left us, it being very dan- 
g2rons to ſtay there, for a reaſon vou ſhell h-ar anon, 
bit we were obliged to bear all our afflict haus with 
patience. We went forward into the iſland, were 
we found ſome fruit and herbs to prol ng vur lives 
as long as we could, but we expected nothing but 
death. As we went on, we perceived at a diſtaneg 
a great pile of buildings, and made towards it wg 
found it to be a place well built, and ve: y high, with 
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a gate of ebony of two leaves, which we thruſt open. 
We entered the porch, where we ſaw before us a 
vaſt apartment with a porch, having on one fide a

After he had made an 
end of his curſed ſupper, he laid down_on his back 
and fell aſleep; as ſoon as we heard him ſnore, nine of

made him nake a trighttul c'y, and to get vn and 
firetch out his hands for to ſacrifice ſome of ns in his 
rage. but we ran to {uch places he could not find us, 
and fought for us in vain, he groped for the gate 


and went out howling. 


We went out of the place after the canibal, and 
came ta the ſhore were our floats lay, and put them 
into the ſea. We waited till diy in order to get upon 
em in caſe our cruel deſlroy came towards us wit! 
anv guide ot his own ſpecies, but we hoped if he did 
not appear by (un-rifing. and give over his howling,

times on another, and ſpent that night under a cruel 
uncertainty as to our fate; but the next morning we

I relolved * C 
on climbing to the top to procure the beft, white [- 
my cur panions made to ſca; but, ob! thucking 0 | 
relate! icarce had I got up the tree, when, 1 beheld 
with unipcakable grief. my companions in the twin k- 
ling ot an eye, devoured by a monltrous crucudile, 
without having a meoment's time to vicape. | | 4 
The horrible ſpectacle put me in the utmoſt ter- |, 
ror, and I thought it more cligible to commit my teit | 
to the mercy of the waves than be devoured by thule 
montirous animals, (but Gud-touk cumpalt.un on 
my deſperate cale tor as I was going to throw myfelf 
into the ſca, I perceived a 4hip at a conhiderable dif- 
tance; I called as loud as I could, and taking the 
non from my turban, diſplayed it that they wight 
oblerve me; it had the deſired effect, and the ſhip- 
came tome. As came on board the merchentman 
the ſeamen flocked atout me to know huw I came | 
into that delert iſland; after I had to!d them all that | 
belel me, the oldell among them told ine they never 
hear-of any before who eſcaped the jaws of thote. 
gigantic canthals who mhabited that ifland, and as 
to the crucodi'es, there was more plenty in the it- 
land 1 was laſt in than any place in the world. At- 
ter having teſſified their je on my elcaping fo many 
dangers, they brought me the belt of what they 
had to eat, and the captain ſeeing 1 was all in rags 
was lo generous as to give me one of his own luits, 
and in alt my dangers having ſtill preſerved my mo- 
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ney entire, I was . to join partner with ſome 
of the merchants on board. We were at ſea ſome 


time, touched as ſeveral iſlands, and at laſt landed at 


Salabat, where grew Sanders, a wood of great uſe in 
phyſic. From the iſle of Salabat we went to an- 
other, where I furniſhed myſelf with cloves, cinna- 
mon, and other ſpices. In ſhort, after a long voy- 
age I arrived at Balſora, and from thence returned 
to the city of Bagdad, withy ſo much riches that I 


knew not what I had. Thus finiſhed the hiſtory of 


Houran's firſt voyage; and by the Sultan's orders 
went on with the adventures of his ſecond as follows.

— pleaſures, ſays he, and the divertiſements I 

took after my firſt voyage had charms enough 
to divert me for another. But heing again prevailed 
upon by my paſſion for traffic, I therefore put my af- 
fairs in order, and having provided a ſtock of goods 
fit for the place where I deſigned to trade, I ſet out 
on my journey. I took the way to Perſia, of which 
I travelled ſeveral provinces. and arrived at a port 
where I embarked. We ſet fail, and having touched 
at ſeveral ports of Terra Firma, and ſome of the 
eaſtern iſlands, we put to ſea, and were ſeized with 
ſuch a ſudden guſt of wind, as obliged them to furl 
the ſails and make other neceflary preparations to 
prevent the danger that threatened us. But all was 
in vain, our endeavours took no effect, the ſails were 
tore to pieces, and the ſhip ſtranded, fo that a great 
many of the merchants and ſeamen were drowned, 
and the cargo loſt, 

I had the good luck, continued Houran, with ſe- 
veral of the merchants and ſeamen, to get a plank, 
and we were carried by the current to an iſland 
which lay hefore us. There we found fruit and 
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water which preſerved our lives. We ſtayed all night 
near the place where the ſea caſt us on ſhore, without 
conſulting what we ſhould do, our misfortune had 
diſpirited us ſo much. 

N ext Morning as ſoon as the ſun was up we walked 
from the ſhore, and adyancing into the iſland, faw 
ſome houſes, and as ſoon as we came to the houſe we 
were ſurrounded by a great number of blacks, who 
ſeized us, ſhared us among them, and carried us to 
their reſpective habitations. VVV 
I and five of my comrades were carried to one place 
they made us fit down and immediately gave us a cer- 
tain herb, which they made ſigns for us to eat. My 
comrades not taking notice that the blacks eat Wos 
of it themſelves, conſulted only the ſatisfaction of 
their own hunger, and fell a eating with great gree- 
dineſs. But I ſuſpecting ſome trick, would not ſo 
much as taſte it, which happened well for me, for 
in a little time after I perceived my companions had 
loſt their ſenſes, and that when they had ſpoken to 
me they knew not what they had ſaid. 

The blacks fed us afterwards with rice, prepared 
with oil of cocoas, and my comrades who had loſt 
their reaſon, eat of it greedily ; I eat of that but ſpa- 
1 The blacks gave us that herb firſt on purpoſe 
to deprive us of our ſenſes, that we might not be 
aware of the deſtiny prepared fur us, and they gave 
us rice on purpoſe to fatten us, for being canibals 
they deſigned to eat us as ſoon as we grew fat. They 
did accordingly eat my comrades who were not ſen- 
{ible of their condition; but my ſenſes being entire, 
your majeſty may gueſs that inſtead of growing fat as 
the reſt did, I grew leaner every day, The fear 5f 
death under which Ilaboured, turned all my food in- 
to poiſon, I fell into a languiſhing condition, which 
proved my ſafety, for the blacks having killed ad 
eat all my companions, ſeeing me to be wit: d, 
lean and ſick, deferred my death till another tine, 
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Mean while I had a great deal of liberty, ſo that 


there was ſcarce any notice taken of what I did, and 
this gave me an opportunity one day to get at adiſtance 


from the houſes, to make my eſcape. An old man 


who ſaw me, and ſuſpecting my deſign, called me as 
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loud as he could, to return, but inſtead of obeying | 
ght, - 


him. I ran onfaſter, and quickly got qut of his 


At that time there was none but the old man about 


the houſes, the reſl being abroad, which was pretty 
uſual with them, in the day time, therefore being ſure 
they would not come home time enough to purſue me 
I went on till night, then I ſtopt a little, and eat ſome 
of the proviſion I had taken, but I ſpeedily ſet for- 
ward again and travelled ſeven days, avoiding thoſe 
places which ſeemed inhabited, and lived for the moſt 
part upon cocoa nuts, which ſerved me both for meat 
and drink. On the eight day I came near the ſea and 


ſaw all of a ſudden, white people gathering pepper, 


of which there was great plenty in tłis place; this I 
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took to be a good omen, and went to them without 
ſcruple. 4. bj . 

Ihe people who gathered pepper, continued Hou- 
ran, came to meet me as ſoon as they ſaw me, and 
aſked me in Arabick who I was, and whence I came? 
I was overjoyed to hear them ſpeak in my own lan- 
guage, and willingly ſatisfied their curioſity, by giv- 
ing them an account of my ſhipwreck, and how 1 fell 
into the hands of the blacks. . Thoſe blacks replied 
they, eat men, and by, what miracle did yon elcape 
their cruelty? I told them the ſame ſtory I now tell 
you, at which they were wonderfully ſurpriſed. 

1 Raid with them till they had gathered their quan- 
tity of pepper, and then ſailed with them to the iſland 
from whence they came. They preſented me to their 
king, who was a good prince, he had the patience to 
hear my adventure, which ſurpriſed him, he after this 
yl me cloaths, and commanded care to be taken 
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lobte ed one thing which to me looked extraor- l 


dinary, all the people, the king himſelf not excepted, 
rode their horles without bridle or ſtirrups. This 
made me one day take the liberty to afk the king 

w that came to paſs? his majeſty anſwered, that I 


talked to him of things that no body knew of in his 


dominions. 5 
I went immediately to a workman and gave him a 
model for making a ſtock of a ſaddle, and when that 
was done, I covered it myſelf with leather, and em- 
broidred it with gold. I then went to a lockſmith 
who made me a bit according to the pattern I ſhewed 
Him, and then he made me allo ſome ſtirrups. When 
I had all things compleated, I preſented them to the 
king and put them upon one of his horſes. His 
majeſty mounted immediately, and was ſo much 
23 at them, that he teſtiſied his ſatisfaction by 
arge preſents to me. I could not avoid . 
ſeveral others for his miniſters and the principa 
officers of his houſhold, who were all of them very 
civil, all of them made me preſents that enriched me 


in a little time; I alſo made for people of the beſt 


uality in the city, which gained me great regard 
rom every body. Te 

As I made my court very exactly to th& king, he 
ſays to me one day, Houran, I love thee and all my 
ſubjects who know thee treat thee according to my 
example. I have one thing to demand of thee which 
thou muſt grant.” Sireanſwered I there's nothing but 
what I will do, as a mark of my obedience to your 
majeſty, whoſe power over me is abſolute. I have a 
mind you ſhould marry, replied he, ſo that thou may- 
eſt ſtay in my dominions, and think no more of thy 
own country.” I durſt not reſiſt the prince's will, and 
ſo he gave me one of the ladies of his court, a noble, 
rich, and beautiful lady : | 
The ceremonies of the marriage being over, I went 
and dwelt with the lady, and for lome time we lived 
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together in perfect harmony. I was not yet ſatisſied 
with my condition, and therefore deſigned to make 


my eſcape on the firſt occaſion, and return to Bagdad. 
Whilſt I was thinking on this, the wife of one of 


my neighbours. with whom I had contracted a ve 


. 


ict friendſhip fell fick and died. I went to ſee and 
comfort him in his affliction, and finding him ſwal- 
towed up with ſorrow, I ſaid to him God preſerve 

ou and fend you a long life. Alas! replies he, how 
do you think I ſhall obtain that favour you wiſh me? 
I have not an hour to live. Pray ſays I don't entertain 
ſuch a malencholy thought, I hope it will not be ſo, 
but that I ſhall enjoy your company many years. I 
wiſh you ſaid he a long life, but for me my days are 
at an end, for I muſt be buried this day with my wife. 
This is a lau which our anceſtors eſtabliſhed in this 
iſland, and always obſcrved it inviolahle, the living 


huſband is entered with the dead wife, and the living 


wite with the dead huſband, nothing can ſave me 
every one muſt ſubmit to this law, 
While he yet entertaincd me with an account of 
this barbarous cuſtom, his kindred, friends and 
neighbours, came in a body to aſſiſt at the funeral. 
They put on the corpse the woman's beit apparel, as 
if it had been her wedding day, and dreſſed her with 
ali her jewels, they then put her into an open coſſin, 
and lifting it up began their march to the place of 
burial. They went to the top of an high mountain, 
arid took up a ſtone that covered the mouth of a deep 
pit, and let down the corpſe with all it's apparrel and 


Jewels. . Then the huſband embracing his kindred 


and friends, ſuffered himſelf to be put into another 


open coffin, with a pot of water and ſeven little loves 


and let him down in the ſame manner as they did 


his wife, the ceremony bing over, they covered tie 


hole again with a ſtone and returned. . 
[t 1s ncetllets for me to tell you, that I was the 
only melancholy ſpeclator of this funeral, for the 
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reſt took little notice, for it is their cuſtom. I couſd 
not help ſpeaking my thoughts to the king. Si ays 
I, „I cannot enough admire the ſtrange cutton in 
this country, of burying the living with the dead. 1 
have been a great traveller, and have ſeen many 
countries, but never heard of ſo cruel a law.“ What 
do you mean Houran ſaid the king, tis a common 
law, I ſhall be interred with the queen my wile if 
ſhe dies firſt. But fir, © Will ſtrangers be obliged 
to follow this law?” Without doubt laid the king, 
ſmiling at the occaſion of my queſtion, they are not 
exempted if they marry in this iſland. 


I went home very melancholy at this, but there 
could be no remedy but patience, and ſu! init to ihe 
will of God. I trembled at every little indiſpoſiſion 
olf my wife, but alas! in time my fears came upon me 
all at once, for ſhe fell fick and died. 


You may judge of my ſorrows continued Houran, 
to be interred alive ſeemed to me as deplorablc an 
end as to be devoured by, cannibals, but I muſt ſub- 
mit. The king and all his court honoured me wich 
his company. W hen all was ready for the — 
they put the corpſe into the coffin, and all her jewels 
and apparel, The cavalcade begun, and as Gd 
actor in this doletul tragedy I kept near to the corpſe, 
my eyes full of tears bemoaning my unhappy fate. 
Before I came to the place I 21ade an eſſay on the 

minds of the people, I addreſſed myſelf to the kin 
in the firſt place, and then to l thoſe that ood 
round me, and bowed before them to the earth to 
kiſs the border of their garments, I prayed them to 
have compaſſion upon me; conſider ſaid I, that i ain 
a ſtranger, and ought not to be ſubjected to this ri- 
gorouslaw, and that I have another wife and children 
in my own country. It was to no purpole to ſpeak 
thus, no foul moved at it, on the contrary they made 


Haſte to let down my wife into the pit, and to put 


me down next moment in an open coffin, a veſſel 
full of water and ſeven loaves. 5 | 
As I came near the bottom, I diſcovered by the 
help of the light that came from above, the nature 
of this ſubterranean place. It was a vaſt long cave, 
and might be about fifty fathoms deep; I immediately 


{melt an inſufferable ſmell proceeding from the mul- 


titude of dead corpſe, that I ſaw on the right and the 
left, nay I fancied that I heard ſome of them groan 


out their laſt. However when I got to the bottom, 


I immediately left my coffin, and getting at a diſtance 


from the corpſe, I held my noſe and lay upon the 


ground, and there ſtayed a long time bathed in tears, 
I made the cave to echo, beating my head and flo- 
mach out of rage and deſpair, and abandoning my- 
ſelf to the mol afflicted thoughts.

I lived ſome time on bread and water, and it being 
all ſpent I prepared for death. 


As I was thinking on death, continued Houran, I 
heard the ſtone lift up from the mouth of the cave, 
and immediately the corpſe of a man was let down. 
W hile they let down the woman 1 approached the 
place where the coffin was to be put, and as ſoon as 
J perceived they were covering again the mouth of 
the cave, I gave the unfortunate, wretch two or three 
blows over the head with a large bone which killed 
her. I committed this inhuman action for the ſake 
of the bread and water that was in her coffin, and 
thus I had proviſion for ſume days more, When 
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15) 
that was ſpent they 1 down another dead woman 
and living man; the man I killed in the ſame manner, 
and as good luck would have it there was a ſort of 
mortality in the town, ſo by this means I did not

want proviſions, | 


One day as I had deſpatched another woman, I 
heard ſomething walking, and panting or blowing 
as it walked, TI-advanced towards the fide from 
whence I heard the noiſe. Upon my approach it 
ran, and I followed it ſo long till I perceived a light 
reſembling a ſtar; I went on towards the light, and 
ſometimes loſt fight of it, but always found it again, 
and at laſt, diſcoyered that it came through a hole in 
the rock, large enough for a man to get out at: 

Upon this, I topped ſome time to reſt myſelf, be - 
ing much fatigued with purſuing fo faſt ; afterwards 
coming up to the hole, I went out at it, and found 
myſelf upon the bank of the lea. Ileaye you to gueſs 


at the exceſs of my jov, it was ſuch that I could hard- 
ly perſuade myſelf of it being real. But when I was 
recovered from my furpriſe, and convinced of the

They heard me, and ſent a boat to fetch me on 
board, when the mariners aſked me by what misfor- 
tune I came thither, I told them that I was wrecked, 
and made ſhift to get aſhore with theſe goods they 


faw. It was happy for me that theſe people did 
not conſider the place where I was, nor enquire 


into the probability of what I had told them, but 


without more ado took me on boardwith my goods. 
When I came to the ſhip, the captain was ſo well 
pl-al:d to have ſaved me that he took alfo the ſtory 
of my pretended ſhipwreck upon truſt, and gene- 
rouſly refuſed lome jewels which I offered him. 


After touching at ſeveral! iſlands, of which it is 
needleſs to trouble you with a detail, at laſt I arri- 
ved happily at your majeſty s capital. Out of thank- 
fulnels to God for his mercies, I gave great alms for 
the entertainment of ſeveral moſques, and for the 
ſubſiſtance of the poor, and employed myſelf wholly 


in enjoying my kindred and friends, and making 


good cheer with them.
